by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for the time being for the purpofe'of 
carrying into execution the hereinbefore recited Ad of the forty-fifth year 
of His prefent Majefly’s reign, and luch other Perfon.or Perfons as fhall or 
may from time to time be appointed or authorized by the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time ; being, fhall 
be and they are hereby appointed Commiffioners for .the .purpofes of 
this Ad: Provided always, that it fhall be lawful for . the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time beinsr to 
revoke the appointment of any luch Perfon or Perfons to be luch Commif- 
fioner or Commiffioners, and from time to time to nominate and appoint 
luch other Perfon or Perfons ,to be a Commiffioner or Commiffioners as 
Jfuch Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors for the time 
being fhall think fit. 

Provided always, and be it further Enaded, That thefaid Commiffioners, 
and each of them, fhall take and fubferibe the Oath following before he or 
they fhall take upon him or themfelves the execution of any of the powers 
or authorities hereby given, other than adminiflering the faid Oath.

Afljom. againft any Perfon or Perfojis for any thing done by virtue or in purfuance 
ot this Aft, until days notice thereof in writing Stall have been 

given to the laid CommiSioners, nor after a Sufficient Satisfaction or tender 
thereof hath been made to the party or parties aggrieved, nor after 
calendar months next after the fact commettid ; and every fuch Action Stall ^ 
be brought in fome of His Majefty’s Courts of Record at Dublin, and Stall 
be laid in the county of Dublin and not elfewhere ; and the Defendant of 
Defendants in fuch Aftion or Suit Stall and may plead the General lff ue 
and give this A61 and the fpecial matter in evidence at any Trial to be had 
thereupon, and that the fame was done in purfuance and by the authority 
of this A£t ; and if the fame Stall appear fo to be done,, or if fuch A chon or 
Suit lhall be brought after the time hereinbefore limited for bringing the 
fame, or Stall be brought without days notice thereof, °or Stall 

be brought in any other county or place, or after a fufficient fatisfaffiou 
made or tendered as aforefaid, that then the Jury lhall find for the Defen- 
dant or Defendants ; or if the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs Stall become non-fuited 
or fuffer a discontinuance of his her or their Adlion or AQions, or if a 
Verdifl: Siould pafs againft the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs, the Defendant or 
Colts. Defendants lhall have Cofts, and lhall have fuch remedy for recoverino. 
the fame as any Defendant or Defendants hath or have for Cofts of Suit in 
any other cafes of Law. 
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
